bidding on an inferior lamp. 
After

the 
council voted to accept the contract 
of the Mahin Electrical 
company. 
The contract calls for $.400 in lamps 
and the more the council uses the 
cheaper they are.

lamps and Albert Capp of the Capp 
Plumbing and Electrical 
company 
t«>l«l the council he was aware that 
lie was bucking the trust hut thought 
his lamp as good a s any.

The eontraet for coal was award­

The Marmet-Halm

The Fort Wayne electrical works 
was given the contract of supplying 
the city with electrical meters for 
the coming year.
